REMARKS 

In the November 12, 2002 Communication, the Examiner noted that Applicants 
responded to the species election with an Election of Species D, but then alleged that Applicants have 
not clearly iondicated which claims read on the elected species. 

In response, Applicants reiterate election of species Specie D: Data from Appendix 
6: TR-a LBD- 122/410 complexes with Triac. 

With respect to the election of species, the Examiner is respectfully reminded that if 
there is a generic claim, the Examiner is to include "a complete action on the merits of all the claims 
readable on the elected species" MPEP 809.02(c). In addition, to the extent all species fall within the 
limitations of a generic claim ultimately determined to be patentable the non-elected species should 
no longer be deemed to be withdrawn and claims to the additional non-elected species should be 
considered by the Examiner. 

Applicant's further note that the following pending claims are readable on 
elected species D: Claims 18, 41, 61, and 62.
